NEW YORK, Feb. 6—Former 
President Harry S. Truman ac- 
cused the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration last night of “perpetrat- 
ing one of the biggest hoaxes 
in American history” by imply- 
ing that its list of 2200 unidenti- 
fied “security risks” dismissed 


from Government included many 
Communists left over from the 
Truman Administration. 

Truman, addressing an audi- 
ence of 2000 at a Roosevelt day 
dinner of Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action at the Waldorf- 
Astoria, said he had cleaned out 
nearly every subversive in the 
Government even before the 
matter became a political issue 
in the 1952 campaign. But, he 
added, the Republicans deliber- 
ately deceived the American peo- 
ple after taking over the Govern- 
ment by boasting about “a 
cleanup of Communists” in an 
effort to “smear the Democratic 
party.” 

The former President was in- 
terrupted 20 times by enthusias- 


tic applause. 
Cloud of Suspicion. 

Calling on President Eisen- 
hower “to tell us just how many 
Communists and other actual 
subversives he has found,” the 
former President warned that 
otherwise Eisenhower “will leave 
our government and many loyal 
American citizens under a cloud 
of grave suspicion.” 

“And the American people 
ought not to be put off with any 
lame excuse about not being 
able to break the number down 
to show how many actual sub- 
versives were included,” he add- 
ed. “If the number can’t be 
broken down, it should never 
have been put together.”

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Funds for the Heart 


As fund-raising campaigns go, the St. Louis 
Heart Association’s current drive for $100,000 
is most modest. Cynics inclined to declare that 
that is still a lot of money might change their 
tune if they realized that more than half the 
14,653 deaths in St. Louis and the county last 
year were from diseases ‘of the heart and cir- 
culation. 


The funds will be used to sustain the Heart 
Association’s continuing fight to bring heart 
disease under control. This is being done 
through research, education and corfimunity 
service. The latter includes projects like the 
important diagnostic heart clinic for ‘children 
at Firmin Desloge Hospital. 

The Heart Association’s cause is a good one 
and its request for funds comparatively small. 
The goal should be met early in the campaign 
and perhaps even be oversubscribed. 
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As Germany Watches 

Intimations of failure became prominent in 
the reports from Berlin as the second week of 
the Big Four conference neared its end, Dulles, 
Bidault and Molotov might still join in a friend- 
ly laugh at a slip of Anthony Eden's tongue, and 
the best of good manners might be observed all 
around, but West and East had re-asserted their 
old, irreconcilable positions. 


On unimpeachable democratic grounds, France, 
Britain and the United States again have insisted 
that free, all-German elections must be the base 
of any settlement. This the Russians refuse to 
accept because they know it means an end of 
their influence in Germany and very probably 
the integration of all of that country in the 
Western defense system. 


The stalemate might continue indefinitely 
were it not for a third interested but “unrepre- 
sented party, Germany. The one fact which the 
conferees apparently have not wanted to men- 
tion so far is that Germany is going to have a 
‘lot to say—probably the decisive word—on re- 
rss rearmament, neutralization or adher- 

: to the Western or the Communist bloc. 

rmany is no longer the rubble heap of 1945 
with which the Allies at Potsdam could do what 
they would. It is again the most populous and 
industrially advanced nation on the European 
continent. Unhappily, France and Italy have 
slipped so far that even theit formal acceptance 
of the European Defense Community is uncer- 
tain, let alone the vigor to make it a permanent 
reality. 

Under these circumstances, full restoration of 
German sovereignty will become inevitable soon- 
er or later. Part of that independent status will 
be the joining of the now severed parts of the 
country. That is the No. 1 goal of all Germans. 
Beyond that is the question of what further 
use the Germans may make of their regained 
strength, 

If the division between West and East were 
not so deep, both might combine to control this 
German resurgence and to channel it away from 
aggression. But as things stand, both sides seek 
to enlist Germany in their respective power al- 
liances. Bonn already has chosen integration 
with the West—at least for the present. But the 
Russians can offer strong temptations, especially 
if a less democratic and less moderate regime 
were to follow that of Konrad Adenauer. 

For all their hatred of Bolshevismus, the Nazis 
sighed the Molotoy-Ribbentrop pact when it 
suited their purpose. Now Moscow can offer the 
return of the Red zone and even the German 
territory granted to Poland. Such a deal would 
be a big risk for the Kremlin. The new Germans 
might be grateful, or they might turn on the 
Soviet Union as quickly as did the Nazis. But 

loscow must be considering the risk as a des- 
perate measure to separate Germany from the 
West. 

The West, on the other hand, cannot offer a 
similar territorial inducement. Its hope must be 
in the innate superiority of “democracy and 
awareness of the danger of totalitarian enslaye- 
ment, It ean offer military ‘co-operation and 
some commercial advantages, if it will. pats the

“We 
believe,” said the FCC counsel, “that lotteries 
are an evil and that giveaways are lotteries.” 

This is the question before the Supreme Court. 
Section 1304 of Title 18 of the United States 
Criminal Code makes it a crime to broadcast 
advertisements or information “conéerning any 
lottery, gift enterprise, or similar scheme, offer- 
ing prizes dependent in whole or in part upon 
lot er chance.” This seems to rule out giveaways, 
except that the lottery law does not define a 
“lottery.” 

While the Supreme Court ponders the legal 
problem, the broadcasting industry defends give- 
away programs as “good entertainment.” This 
is a problematical defense, at best. The give- 
aways may or may not be lotteries, but as en- 
tertainment they win no prize. They are strictly 
the result of tough competition te win an auti- 
ence, or buy it as the case may be. 
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Good Steady Work for ‘Univac’

counted up the unemployed in the United 
States for the Census Bureau the other day, 
wasn't doing its first big job. It figured up

More than 265,000 persons 
received holy communion in 
1953 at St. Francis Xavier (Col- 
lege) Church, Grand and Lin- 
dell boulevards, it is reported in 
the February bulletin of the 
church.

‘Racial Justice 
For Freedom, 


Is Primary’ 
Dean Sweet Says|' 


“Racial justice is a primary 
order of business if Americans 
are to strengthen democracy 
and keep the world really free,” 


the Very Rev. Sidney E. Sweet, 
dean of Christ Church Cathe- 
dral, said in a statement today 
for the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews. 

Churches of all denomina- 
tions in the St. Louis area will 
observe Brotherhood week, Feb. 
21-28, Dean Sweet said. 

He made public a statement 
issued for the Commission of 
Religious Organizations of the 
Conference by its three co- 
chairmen, the Rev. Joseph R. 
Sizoo, Protestant, the Rev. John 
A. O’Brien, Catholic, and Rabbi 
Maurice N. Ejisendrath. Dean 
Sweet is the St. Louis member 
of the commission. 

The statement pointed out 
that Brotherhood Week is closely 


allied in purpose to Race Re- 
lations Sabbath and Sunday, 
Feb. 13 and 14. It said, in part: 

“If we can reach out hands 
of love and brotherhood despite 
religious diffeernces that are 
important and cannot @e com- 
promised, surely we who believe 
that all men are’ equal in the 
sight of God can join in insist- 
ing that racial differences must 


never be made the basis for 
any kind of discrimination or 
preferment. 


“As our nation is increasingly 
called upon to take the lead in 
the struggle for world peace 
and justice, it is imperative that 
her moral and spiritual re- 
sources match her physical and 
material power. An important 
measure of the strength of these 
resources will be found in our 
ability to grant to all of our 
‘citizens the rights that each of 
us asks for himself.” 


Every February the College 
Church gives an annual report 
of its spiritual ministry.

were 68 marriages of which 14 
were miyed—Catholics and non-

Three Schools Withdraw From 
Missouri High Basket Tourney 
Because of Negro Participation 


MOBERLY, Mo., Feb. 6 (AP)—Huntsville and Keytesville 
High Schools have withdrawn from the Salisbury sub-regional 
basketball tournament because they would be competing with 
Negro teams, playing for the first time this year in the state 


meets. 


In both cases, school admin- 
istrators report, the actions were 
taken by the school board after 
the parents of the players had 
been polled. 

Negro schools assigned to the 
Salisbury sub-regional, begin- 
ning Feb. 22, are Lincoln High 
of Moberly, and Dalton Voca- 
tional High. 

Since the Missouri State High 
School Activities Association 
membership voted last year to 
admit Negro schools as mem- 
bers, 30 schools have joined the 
association, 24 in Class B and 
six in Class A. 

H. A. Sadler, superintendent 
of schools at Keytesville, which 
is in Chariton county, said his 
school withdrew several weeks 
ago upon orders of the Board 
of Education. He said the par- 
ents of the players were polled, 
and they voted, 7 to 3, not to 
enter the tournament. 

At Huntsville in Randolph 
county, Superintendent Russell 
Allen said the parents of play- 
ers polled there were evenly 
divided, but the school board 
voted not to let the team com- 
pete. 

A report that Armstrong also 
had withdrawn from the meet 
was denied by Superintendent 
D..U. Groce. 

In the pairings at Salisbury, 
Lincoln of Moberly is scheduled 
to meet Higbee in the opening 
game, Feb. 22, and Dalton Vo- 
cational is slated to face Slater 
the following night.

‘York area can consider themselves fortunate. 
If you're going to France you must practice 
ordering from a French menu. The thing to do 
:- is to go to a New York restaurant specializing 
‘in French dishes such as the Pavillon, Cham- 
bord, Voisin, 21 or Colony and practice ordering. 
Order’ an entire meal including wine and then 
‘ walk out of the place in a hurry without paying 
‘or waiting for it to be served. You don't want 
‘to see what the dishes look like or it will spoil 
France for you. The thing you must remember 
is to order slowly but walk out fast.”

| “WHAT ABOUT TIPPING?” 

“Most American people have inferiority com- 
plexes about tipping. A way to get over this is 
to go to a first class hdtel ‘like the Pierre or 
the Savoy Plaza and keep tipping. the bellboys 
until you’ve developed confidence. If you want 
to practice checking out of a French hotel, line 
up all the help at the door including the phone 
girls, the porters, the boiler room men and their 
families and just walk down the row tipping 
each person $10. Do it six or seven times to get 
in the swing of it. Once you’ve got it down pat 
you'll be prepared to meet any hotel tipping 
situation.” 

“And sightseeing?” 

“If you're going to Europe, you're going to 
have to climb steps. The easiest thing to do is 
to go to the department store where you have a 
charge account and ask them if you can practice 
on their escalators after 5 o’clock. The escala- 
tors must be stopped and you should walk up 
and down them at least 609 times to keep in 
training.” 

“And shopping?” 

“Your wife, if she's going to be one of the 
girls, has to practice spending money. A week 
before leaving send your wife out with $900 and 
warn her that if she’s got the stuff. American 
wives are made of, she won’t bring back. any 
Change. As soon.as your wife stops buying 
clothes and starts buying antiques you know 
she’s ready for Europe.”

HO invented the meat loaf? 
Perhaps because food his- 
tory is my hobby, I am ex- 
pected to know the origin of 
any given recipe. In the case 
of meat loaf, though, I must 
confess I don’t know. The only 
answer that I' can give to this 
question,, which was recently 
put to me, is a composite. 

At butchering time, in days of 
old, every bit of meat was put 
to some good use. The trim- 
mings went into “head cheese” 
or “souse,” perhaps the original 
meat loaves. Every housekeeper 
had her favorite -recipe. 

Modern meat loaves are varia- 
tions of these. We are likely to 
choose a blend of several meats, 
and often we add soft crumbs 
for the sake of texture and per- 
haps economy. 

While most meat loaves are 
baked, and for at least an hour, 
the use of a pressure cooker can 
cut down the time somewhat. 
Results will be savory if the loaf 
is browned first. A small recipe 
must, of course, be used. Most 
of us like to make a larger loaf, 
enough for two meals, since 
meat loaf is just as good cold 
as hot.

Reduce 
heat immediately. Yield: four 
servings. 


NEW YORK. 

OT so many months ago in 

writing a column about the 
economic situations as I had 
seen them in the country, I 
urged that the administration 
just watch financial conditions, 
I knew well there were answers 
to the few difficulties which ap- 
peared on the horizon, but I was 
afraid in the press of many 
things the first signs might be 
ignored. Now the President and 
Secretary of the Treasury Hum- 
phrey have both confirmed my 

' remarks. 

Mr. Humphrey, speaking be- 
fore the joint Committee on the 
Economic Report, said: “There is 
nothing about a rolling Feadjust- 
ment to be disturbed about. It 
is only when the adjustment hits 
all parts of the economy at once 
—becomes an across-the-board 
affair—that there is reason for 
worry. So long as the public 
keeps on buying, and I think 
they will, we will work out of 
this readjustment in a compara- 
tively short time.” 

* *« * 

THE SECRETARY said our 
economy was shifting from de- 
fense to a peace basis. It seems 
fairly evident that when the pub- 
lic needs things it will keep on 
buying as long as it has the 
wherewithal to buy. The real 
danger lies in the dismissal of 
men from industrial jobs, and 
in drastic curtailment of income 
on farms. 

We are all familiar with the 
way depressions come about and 
I think we need some careful 


thinking on how to prevent a 
“rolling readjustment” going too 
far. New markets in the world 
are the answer to farm sur- 
pluses here which cannot be 
bought by our own people, as 
well as to the loss of. jobs. You 
have to develop these new mar- 
kets, however, and that requires 
imagination and courage. We 
want to be sure that that is 
present in the Treasury Depart- 
ment because the Treasury can 
inspire the right kind of action 


in business.

West opened the diamond 
five; East took his ace and re- 
turned the deuce. Declarer 
played the 10, and West played 
low—but not SO, low that South 
could be guided accurately! 
West’s follow-suit card was the 
diamond six, not the four or 
three, and when declarer found 
himself in possession of the 
trick, he could not know that 
West had started with six dia- 
monds and East with only two. 
From South’s pvint of view it 
seemed that the suit had been 
divided 4-4, with East normally 
(and correctly) returning his own 
original fourth-highest card in 
the suit. So, when South had 
to decide between establishing 
the hearts or trying for four 
spade tricks, he concluded that 
the safer plan was to knock out 
the heart ace. If he took and 
lost the spade finesse, he figured 
to lose (in all) three diamonds, 
a spade and a heart; whereas, 
by knocking out the heart ace, 
he would not need the spade 
finesse but could get his nine 
tricks with one spade, three 
hearts, one diamond and four 
clubs. 

All this, however, depended 
on South's apprais&] of the dia- 
mend situation, and when he led 
the heart to knock out the ace, 
West promptly cashed four dia- 
monds, defeating the contract 
two tricks. 

If West had taken the second 
diamond trick, or even if he had 
shown at least a five-card suit 
by playing a lower card than his 
opening lead, South would have 
had no choice but to try the 
spade finesse. Perhaps South 
should have guessed the true 
situation, anyway, but certainly 
his problem was not simplified 
by West's defense.

EART DISEASE is the lead- 
H ing cause of death in St. 
Louis as well as in the Unit- 
ed States as a whole. 
During 1953, diseases of the 
heart and blood vessels account- 


ed for over 50 per cent of resi- 
dent deaths in St. Louis.

The HIGH DEATH RATE for 
heart disease is explained in a 
large measure by the fact that 
the life span is increasing and 
greater numbers of people now 
live to advanced ages. 

Yet, in spite of this, a person 
with heart disease may expect 
to live a useful life for many 
years, due to remarkable medi- 
cal progress made in the last 
25 vears in the successful diag- 
nosis and treatment of heart 
disease. 

Congenital malformations of 
the heart, which are evidenced 
at birth, are fortunately com- 
paratively few. Rheumatic 
fever and the resulting rheu- 
matic heart disease constitute 
the leading fatal disease among 
those between the ages of 5 
and 19. 

Hypertensive heart disease 
(high blood pressure). which 
causes the heart and arteries 
to wear out much too early in 
life; and coronary heart dis- 
ease, caused by the hardening 
of the arteries which supply the 
heart with blood, account for a 
large percentage of all heart 
disease among middle-aged and 
elderly persons. 


_ a — 

PREVENTION of communi- 
cable or infectious diseases dur- 
ing childhood is one way of 
avoiding heart disease in later 
life. Because diseases of the 
heart are the most frequent 
cause of death after the age of 

45, as you grow older you 
should use common sense about 
spurts of strenuous exertion, 
either in work or play. 

Learn the warning signals of 
heart disease — palpitation, 
shortness of breath, swelling of 
the feet and ankles, or a pain- 
ful, strangling, oppressive sen- 
sation under the breastbone— 
which, if heeded in time and a 
physician consulted, may save 
your life. Your doctor can tell 
you, after a careful examina- 
tion, .whether your heart is
